ROLE SYSTEM 
GREAT SUCCESS 


Of 2500 Prisoners Reuleased cn Ten 
Years Only 54 Have Forfeited 
Tueir Liberty. 


The Edmonton penitentiary is now 
receiving its annual visit from W. 
P. Archibald, Dominion pagile 
officer, who is making his annual 
tour of the western prisons, Mr. 
Archibald arrived in the. city. yester- 
day and will likely remain Wess un- 
til next Tuesday, To his judgment 
and ability fs largely due the suc- 
cess of the Canadian parole system, 
unique in the history of civilized 
countries and in operation in the 
Dominion for the past ten years. 

“The parole system has as _ its 
foundation the honor of the Yeleased 
convict,” said Mr. Archibald to the 
Bulletin yesterday afternoon, ‘‘WHen 
a prisoner seeks parole, the report 
of the judge who sentenced him, and 
the warden of the . penitentiary in 
which he is confined are, received by 
the department. I then look. into 
his antecedents and the possibility 
of his. finding immediate employ- 
ment upun his release, and make 
my recommendations in accordance. 

. Terms of the Parole. 

“It is understood that, parol shall 
not be granted a prisoner until he 
has served from half to three-quarters 
of his term, <A paroled prisoner is 
required to report, weekly, — fort- 
nightly or monthly, as the case may 
be, to the chief of police, magistrate 
or some other person in authority at 
the place where he is living and this 
Official reports to the Dominion 
police. The rules, are very strict, 
and if the parole man does not faith- 
fully fulfil all his obligations he is 
promptly, looked up jand returned 


to serve the remainder of his sen- 
tence,” 
The Canadian parole system is 


different from the ticket of leave or 
remission system, in that it is not 
automatic, but depends entirely upon 
the possibility of the convict’s re- 
form, It is not intended for old 
offenders, but is applicable to men 
who have fallen by accident or pas- 
sion, 

The Canadian parole system is a 
unique one. It started from the 
Salvation raat prison gate work 
and is generally regarded as more 
perfect than any other of the 
methods of dealing with convicts, 

Ten Years in Operation, 

“Daring the ten years thet the sys- 

temr been in. farce,” ‘said Mr. 
, Archibald, ‘there -have. been, releas 

ed on, parole proximately 2,500. 

prisoners. » Of these only 64 have 

en, returned to prison, Almost all 
the others have. beeome useful citi- 
zens and: many, are now occupying 
positions, of ,responsibility in various 
parts .of Canada. 

“In Edmonton, a large number 
have been released and only three 
or four have been returned to tie 
penitentiary.” 

Mr, Archibald is now engaged in 
hearing the petitions of the prisoners 
here, All have the privilege of an 
audience and are allowed to make 
their pleas to him for release.

EARTHQUAKE DISASTER 
LAYS ACAPULCO LOW 


Second Catastrophe in History of 
Mexican city—Earthquake Zone 
360. Miles in Width and. Shock 
Felt in Many Cities and Towns. 


Mexico City, July 30.—An_ earta- 
quake disaster occurred today at Aca 
pulco, and the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany has just established communi- 
cation with that city by the round- 
about of the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. 
The first message received half of 
this city has been destroyed. There 
have been many casualties. The 
branch here of the National Bank ‘3 
in ruins.” Communication then was 
interrupted. Several shocks were felt 
in this city early today. Four per- 
sons were killed, several were wound 
ed and the bhildings in the pooret 
section were destroyed, Advices from 
interior towns in the republic indi- 
cate that the earthquake was wide- 
spread. The property damage here 
was insignificant gs mostly shacks 
were destroyed, if is ramored that 
15 persons were killed in a suburb of 
Guerrero, 

Earthquake Zone 300 Miles Wide. 

El Paso, Texas, July 30.—Late of- 
ficial and private despatches tonight 
confirm reports of the heavy loss of 
life “and great destruction of property 
in Central and Southern Mexico early 
this morning. The disaster at Aca- 
puleo today was not alone from the 
earthquake, but from a tital wave 
also. This wave did mire damage 
than the ‘quake, for it swept the bam- 
boo houses that line the shore from 
their foundations, and carried many 
of the inhabitants away, mostly wo- 
men. and children, The city is situat; 
don the pega the more, substantial 
tena built back on the cliffs, and 
the smaller houges running down to 
the. waterfront. There is # prison 
near the water on an island, and this 
is reported inundated. A fire started

Aculpeco recently, Only a few months 
ago the Flores theatre burned from a

Between Mexico City and the city 
of Acapuleo, a dictance of 300 kilome- 
tres, in an air line south, there are 
many large towns, from all of which 
come reports of loss of life and great 
destruction to property. 

At Chilpancingo half a hundred 
persons were veported as killed or ser- 
jousty injured. 

Town Was Rebuilding. 

The town of Ma.wanillo (not the 
seaport) near there, which was recent- 
ly destroyed by fire, and which the 
people were. rebuilding, suffered 
again, but af there were few substan- 
tial houses to be snaken down, few 
people were iniured, 

Rio Balsasa, the seuthern term nus 
ol Cuernaveca rond, was hit- hard and 


several people were buried beneath 
falling buildings. It is a very old 
town, and many of the structures 


were frail, many having suffered ‘n 
previous earthquakes, 

Reports from the interior towns say 
d4hey are also heavy sufferers, but 
only rumors carried through the 
country by natives are responsible for 
many of these reports, although fed 
eral wires run to some of. them and 
direct communication has been had. 

Great fissures are reported in the 
ground in many places, and bridges 
are reported as thrown out of plumb 
near Balsasa river, The shock was 
felt as far southeast as Oaxeca, where 
there was some damage but not of 4 
heavy nature. Many Americans are 
in the "quake zone, some of them oa 
summer tours, and fears are felt for 
the safety of many of them.

Chicago, July 29.—One month  in- 
stead of sixty days will be the period

MAY PRECIPITATE 


EUROPEAN CRISIS 


Spain’s Position in Morocco Unten- 
able—Terrible Ravages of Revo- 
lutionists in Barcelona. 


London, July 30.—It may be auth- 
critatively stated that there is 0 
thuth in the rumor that King Edward 
is asking France and Germany to ‘n- 
tervene in Spain nor in another 
tumor to the effect that it has been 
suggested that a mixed force of 
French, British and German troops 
should be sent to co-operate with the 
Spaniards in Morocco, 

Confidential messages have reach- 
ed London, according to the Pall Mail 
Gazette, describing the position of the 
Spanish forces at Melilla as unten- 
able unless promptly and_heavily re- 
inforeed. It is predicted by those 
acquainted wii tie revolutionary >r- 
ganizations in Spain that as soon as 
the troops in the field are aware of 
the rising in Spain they will mutiny 
and reembark for home, in which 
case the prestige of Europe would be 
fuined in Moorish eyes, and lead to 
the re-opening of the whole interya- 
tional discussion regarding the main- 
tenance of peace and order in Moroc 
co, thus precipitating a European 
crisis. 

100,000 Men Under Arms. 

London, July 30.—A despatch to the 
Telegraph from Madrad by way -f 
Biarritz, says that at the moment of 
writing news had just been received 
that the d@itaiton was increasing in 
Arragon, Catalonia Valencia and Riv- 
jo. General Lemo, governor of Lo- 
grono, is reported to have been 
wounded in a riot. All officera and 
men on leave have been summoned to 
join the corps without delay. By to- 
morrow 109,000 men will be under 
arms, The despatch continues; ‘Pes- 
simism is increasing here.’’ 

The Barcelona correspondent of the 
Telegraph, in a despatch dated July 
28, 3 a.m., describes the events that 
occurred there from Sunday, when 
everything was apparently normal, 
except the busy air at Republican 
headquarters. On Monday the strike 
Nobody appeared to know 
why it was organized or who organi 
zed it. The shops opened, but closed 
at. midday. At the same time the 
police, armed with rifles, in addition 
to the revolvers and side arms, for.n- 
ed in’ pairs, a dozen yards apart, 
along the rambla, 

Street Cars Derailed. 

The streém. cars can (normally until 
they reached the suburbs of Gracia, 
when they were, derailed. Then a 
crowd pulled down, the lamp ‘posis 
and. telegraph poles and bargicaded 
the main thoroughfares. Suddenly 
there was the sound of a bugle and 
the police in pairs ran and formed 
in line faging up andpdown the ram- 
bla, Shotg were fired ‘and people fell, 
Still people Jooked on wondering; 
meanwhile other barricades were 
erected, At 6 p.m. martial law was 
deciared. Simultaneously with the 
movement of Barcelona’s 30,000 anar- 
chistes, revolutionists and socialists, 
a similar movement was started 
througheut Catalonia, Telegraph and 
telephone wires, railways and bridges 
were destroyed, Barcelona was prac- 
tically isolated. 

Ruthless Slaughter in Rambla. 

‘Down these streets poured a contin 
uous fire. It is impossible to esti- 
mate the killed and wounded, but the 
hospitals are full of wounded. Mem- 
bers of the red cross were busy night 
and day. The firing ceased at night. 
Well dressed women and even child- 
ren promenaded the, Rambla and hop- 
ed that the demonstration against the 
war woe finished, but. on. Tuesday 
there was heavy firing from, the ram- 
bla again. until~Sne. o'clock, Mean- 
while burricades were stvengthened, 
The people began to ask “What is he 
Captain General doing? Where are 
the military?’ At 3,20 a regiment of 
infantry marched into the Rambla, 
Half, way down it turned into.a side 
street leading into the heart of the 
barricaded district. A fearful slaugh- 
ter as dreaded. At the time of the 
writing, however, 3 a.m. Wednesday, 
littie or nothing appears to haye *e 
sulted. No volley firing had been 
heard. Nobody couid understand 
the position. It appears that only 
the civil guards and police are try- 
ing to stamp out the rebellion, Many 
of them have been killed or wounded, 
not a soldier has been hurt. 

Not a Carlist Movement. 

The despatch concludes: “It is ridi 
culous to say this is a Carlist move- 
ment. At this very moment ! see 
the sky illuminated by flames that 
are rapidly devouring some of the 
oldest and most famous churches in 
Barcelona, not to mention several of 
the largest convents, one noted Jesuit 
college and one wellknown nunnery, 
Dozens of priest» and nuns have beea 
ruthlessly slaughtered some at the 
altar holding the crucifix in their 
hand, others while bravely defending 
the institutions against the revolu- 
tionists and the devouring flames. 

“The Red Cross ambulances were 
prevented by the mob from working 
and those helices. from wounds were 
burned to death. Last night I pro- 
ceeded to a height near Mount Juich. 
On the way I saw women and boys 
and even girls helping incendiaries 
to set fire to a convent, as if it were 
a matter of daily occurrence, amid 
the cheers of everybody standing by.

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ORGANIZING. FOR 
FREIGHT TRAFFIC 


H, E. Dalrymple. Arrives in Edmon- 
‘ton in First Private Car Run 
Over G. T. P.

H. E. Dalrympje, general freight 
traffic manager of the G,1T.P., arrived 
in the city last evening in his private 
car “England,” which is the first 
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Pullman to be run into Edmonton 
over the new Transcontinental line 
from Winnipeg. Along with Mr. 
Dairymple are the members of his 
family and several guests. 

When seen by the Bulletin — this 


morning at the O.N.R, station, where 
the car wil] étand until next week, 
Mr. Dalrymple said that the object 
of his trip along the line was to or- 
ganize the traffic department of the 
railway system. He wished to know 
where the traffic would be available 
and what facilities must be supplied 
to handle all that would be offered. 
“Sidings have been put in at the 

various stations along the line at the 
same time as the track-laying on the 
main line,” said Mr. Dalrymple. “A 
necessary complement to the sidings 
are the freight offices, and these are 
being located all along the line. In 
preparation for the movement of this 
Fears grain, fifteen elevator sites are 
how located at the principal points 
est of Wainwright, and material is 
now being rushed to begin the work 
of construction, Stock yards are 
also receiving attention and loading 
platforms are being erected to serve 
unmediate needa, 
“When will the traffic facilities be 
opened?’ Mr, Dalrymple was asked, 
“We expect to be able to handle 
business by the middle of next 
month, There is nof, so much de- 
tail about the freight seryice as the 
passenger, beginning, can he 
made somewhat earlier.” 

Development is Rapid. 
The general, freight mayager _ re- 
marked on the wonderful develop- 
ment which is following in the course 
of the G,T.P. in this ppoyince, He 
said that the grain fielda were not 
quite as numerous as in. other better- 
settled portions of the province, but 
what there, was could searecly be 
surpassed. He expected that the 
G,T.P, would at once give an impetus 
to the live stock. industry and that 
a great deal of the stock would come 
in the direction of. Kdmonton, 
Mr. Dalrymple is looking. over the 
field in this city with a view to 
securing a site lor general freight 
offices, but it is not likely that any 
announcement will be made of this 
for a few weeks at least. Assurance 
is given to Edmonton that the faeili- 
ties here will be the best that can 
be secured. 

Connecting the Circuit. 
As a very essential preparation for 
the freight traffic service into Ed- 
monton along the new. Transcontin- 
ental line, the track-laying gang were 
at work Friday putting down the rails 
along Twenty-(irst street from the 
main line of the G.T.P. to the C.N.R. 
depot. This will connect with the 
line running into the station from 
the Packing Plant and will give the 
Edmonton. connection “a complete 
circuit with the main highway. 
Without the laying of double tracks 
inte the C.N.R. yards from the east- 
ern entrance, the track on Twenty- 
first street is necessary to the trans 
portation system,

TARIFF BARRIER ~ 
1S MAINTAINED 


U. S. Tariff Bill Has Little Effect on 
Canada—Prohibitive Duties. 
Are Retained. _ 


— 


Ottawa, July 30—A survey of the 
Payne tariff bill; as now amended, 
from the standpoint of its effect. on 
Canadian exports to the United 
States, and in the light of the statis- 
tics of Canadian exports for last year, 
fails to show any very noteworthy 
reason why Canada should be either 
elated or distressed over the outeome 
of the tariff revision across the bodrer. 
With the exception of the three im- 
portacs articles of export, namely, 
umber, coal and hides, the situation 
with regard to the encouragement of 
Canadian trade with the republic re- 
mains but little changed . 

Canada Gains Little. 

On a great majority of the items 
of Canadian exports the new tariff 
foi all practical purposes is, quite as 
prohibitive as the’ old and Canada 
gains little or nothing. The Can- 
adian ‘manufacturer, except in the 
case of lumbermen, coal companies 
and exporters of hides, is on the whole 
left in aboat the same position as 
he was in before in regard to the Am. 
erican market, . 

In respect to agricultural importa 
the Payne bill does almost nothing 
to alter the damage done by the Mo- 
Kinley tariff, 

Duty on Barley Unchanged, 

The duty on barley remains the 
sauce at 30 cents per bushel, Ten 
years ago, before that prohibitive duty 
came in force, Canada exported annu- 
ally from ten to twelve million bush- 
els tothe States. Last year the ex- 
ports of ‘barley across the line total- 
fed only 210,000 bushels. The duty 
on wheat has been increased from 25 
to 30 cents per bushe!. The value of 
Canadian wheat exported to the U. 
8S. was only $102,699. In respect to 
Wheat, however, the government here 
believes that it will be only a matter 
of time before the Americen million- 
aifes in the West will be forced to 
agitate for a lowering of duty as they 
are already looking for an admixture 
of Manitoba No, 1 hard wheat to keep 
up the quality of their wheat, In 
any case Canada already las an am- 
ple and permanent market for the 
product of her wheat flelds, 

Duty Increased on Oats, 

On oats the Payne tariff increases 
the duty from 26 to 30 cents.’ Here 
again the increase makes very little 
difference, Under the lower duty the 
total exports last year were only 
$144,545. In ha ya practically prohtb- 
itive duty ie placed of $4 per ton. 
Last year the exports of hay to the 
States amounted to $236,271, On rye, 
of which Canada exported last year 
not a bushel to the United States, the 
duty is increased from 10 to 20 cents 
per bushel, 

Butter and Cheese. 

On butter and cheese the Payne 
tariff of six cente per pound will have 
little efiect so far as Canada ig con- 
cerned, Canadian exports of butter 
to the American market last year am- 
ounted to $38,809, and of cheese to 
only $17,782, The Canadian market 
for these products is now and prob- 
ably will be for many years chiefly 
in Great Britain. On eggs the duty 


remains unchanged, namely, five 
cents per dozen, The duty on beaus, 
45 cents per bushel, on onions, 40 


cents per bushel, and on garden pto- 
duce, remain practically prohibitive. 
Lumber Reductions, 

In regard to lumber the reduction 
of the duty to $1,26 per thousand feet 
for rough lumber is a considerable 
reduction from the old duty of §2 per 
thousand, byt the lumber mantac- 
turers are inclined to think that it is 
still sufficiently high to prove a ba 
rier to any very !s1ge increase in the 
exportation ot Canadian lumber te 
the States. Opinions difler, however 
in this respect and it may be that 
under the new tariff \there will be a 
considerable increase in the business 
done. The rates of duty on rticles 
manufactured from wood are if anyr 
thing, slighly increased. Last year 
Canada exported to the States low 
grade lumber valued at $15,338,460. 
The total value of forest products mar- 
kéted in the tSates by Canada lnct 
year was $27,470,754, and was by tar 
the largest item in the list, 

Cow! Reduction, 

On coal! the duty has been decreased 
from 6le to 45c. Last year from the 
Maritime Provinces and the British 
Columbia mines there was shipped 
to New England and the markets of 
the Pacific coust coal to the value of 
$4,041,562. The reduction of duty, to- 
gether with any offe vof reciprocity 
in the removal of the coal duties is 
one of the most important features of 
the new tariff from a Canadiap’stand- 
point 

The placing of hides on the free list 
will also be of material benefit to the 
Canadian exporters. Last year Can- 
ada exported to the States hides to 
the value of $1,08,551. 

Can Control Market. 

The reduction in the duty on agri- 
cultural implements from 20 per cent, 
to 15 per cent, is hardly likdly to have 
any effect on Canada. 

The, American market can be con- 
trolled by the American manufactur- 
ers in any event. Laet year Canadian 
exports o fagricultural implements to 
te United States amgunted to only

Calgary, July 30—Asked if there was 
any possibility of Calgary being pro- 
vided with a new jail—which has be- 
come almost a necessity now—in the 
near or distant future, Hon. W. H. 
Cushing, M.L.A., minister of public 
Works for the provinee, who has just 
returned from a tiip to Banff, re- 
plied that no such provision had been 
made in the estimates for this year. 

“Is ang provision for this likely to 
be made next year?’ asked the re- 
porter. 

“A new jail is to be duilt 
year,” answered Mr. Oushing. 

“In Calgary?” he was asked. 

“No—I cannot say exactly where, 
but it will likely be somewhere to the 
north.” 

“Between Calgary and Edmonton?” 

“Well, yes; somewhere north of Cal- 
gary.” 

“Do you know, Mr. Cushing?” ques- 
tioned the reporter, “what arrange- 
ments are likely to ‘be made to relieve 
the congestion of prisoners in Cal- 
gary?” 

“The new Lethbridge jail will serve 
this purpose to a great extent,” gns- 
were Mr, Cushing. 

“Would the provincial government be 
likely to financially assist the corpora- 
tion to build a jail in Calgary?” was 
the next ques.ion put to Mr. Cushing, 

“That is a matter that will have to 
be arranged through the attorney-gen- 
eral’s department. 11 cannot say any- 
thing about that.’ 

“Can any provision be, made in the 
Edmonioa penitentiory for the accom- 
modation of some of the prisoners now 
being held at the barracks. The local 
conditions are euch that there is no ac- 
comniedation for prieoners at the bar- 
sacks, and the city police are forced to 
allow them their liberty every day.” 

“No. They cannot be taken care of 
in the Edmonon penitentiary, Only prie- 
oners sentneced to terms of two years 
cor more on criminal charges can be sent 
to Edmonton.

KITCHEMER’S NEW POST. 


Will Be Engaged to Organize Ail the 
Forces of Empire on Common Plan. 


London, July 30.—On the return of 
Lord Kitehener to London, it is un- 
derstood that his services will be 
utilized ‘n connection with the pre- 
paration of all the forees of the «nm 
pire on a common plan for service, 
Although no definite decision as 3+ 
been arrived at, the whole matter is 
under consideration in connect, 
with the scheme outlined by Mr. 
Haldane for the formation of a com- 
mon army vi Gayire. A new post, 
designated “Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff,” will be created, and it 
is understocd that Lord. Kitchener's 
name is officially associated with the 
first holding oi this post. 

All the overseas states have acenpt 
ed the principle of having a commen 
general staff, so that officers every: 
where anay be trained on a uniform 
|plan, It is proposed to, interchange 
officers between the home and Indian 
stations and the dominions overseas 
in order that a wide general experi- 
ence of imperial conditions can be 


gained. Following this it is propos- 
ed to establish staff colleges in Aus 
tralia, Canada, New Zealand and 


South Africa,,so that each dominion 
can train its own general staff officers 
on the same principle as those in 
vogue at th: Royal Staff College, 
Camberley. In this connection it 
may be recalled that India has al- 
ready ereated a college at Quetta, 
which issues a staff certificate mank- 
ing equal with that of Camberley. 
An extension of this principle is con- 
tained in the new proposals.

London Press is Very Pessimistic. 

London, July 30—The continued 
strict censorship of the news in Spain 
is interpreted in the most unfavorable 
light here, and the reassuring char- 
acter of the official despatches is con- 
sequently regarded with the utmost 
suspicion, A censored telegram from 
Madrid today to the Mail says Alfonso 
walked the streets of Madrid this alt. 
rnoon, and the Mails San Sebas- 
tian correspondent suggests that the 
king is anxious to go himself to Me- 
tilla, but will remain at the capital 
18 long as his presence there is neces- 
sary.
